the K aiser as was

Forty thousand German soldiers in 
Finland m eans a transport journey 
of 400 miles across the B altic sea 
with constant danger that British or 


R ussian naval activity will cut the 
line of com m unication and 
isolate 
the invaders. 
The risk would he too great, an< 
the force itself too sm all, if the Ger­ 
man general staff contem plated at 
tacking St. Petersburg through Fin 
land. 
But if the K aiser has reason 
to believe the Finns will help him 
against their R ussian oppressors, his 
movement of an army corps* into Fin 
land becomes inexplainable. 
Should the news he true, doubtlos 
we shall soon hear of a German pro 
clam ation prom ising independence to 
Finland if the Fins come to the Kai 
ser’s support. 
An uprising in Fin 
land would he of enormous military 


value to Germany but if the German 
lost the war, the liberties Finlant 
already p ossesses would he lost a

Liege, carried by other news ser 
vices are due to correspondents mis 
taking street fighting in the city ii 
the presence of the entire

army. 
A few isolated detachm ents 


of Germans occasionally are able to

highly anti-German” said the cou n­ 
sellor. 
” 1 do not regard tlu * fighting 
at Liege as any thing more than a 
sk irmish preparatory to 
the actu al 
fighting which will tak e place later. 
It certainly cannot la* look ed u pon as 
a German repu lse. 
We hav e abso­ 
lu tely no dispatches confirming the 
rcjM>rts of these engagements.
